Locke Fumbled Badly 


"Locke has a lot of- drive and de- 


termination,

being tackled," he said, "In a meas- 
ure this fault may be attributed to 
the terrific tackling of Mallory, the 
Yale back, who is undoubtedly one 
of the greatest defensive, backs of 
modern football. Defensively Locke 
played a great prime, offensively hp 
was a bit of a disappointment."

"Iowa

shape physically. Iowa tried badly 
in the third and fourth periods. 


"While the formations of Iowa be- 


wildered Yale for some time, I per- 
sonally feel that any team with two 
high-class tackles and _a couple of 
good ends could stop Iowa's forma- 
tions any time. The dope I am send- 
ing west on Iowa should make it a 
bit lumter for the 'Bis Ten' cham- 
pions."
